Atlanta, Ga., March 
2.—The 


"Dixie Flyer" ,on Atlantic Coast 
Line wrecked about fifteen miles 
south of Tifton at 5 o'clock this 
morning with heavy loss of life. 
Five hours after disaster ten bo- 


- dies bad been taken from wreck. 
At that time it is believed that at 
' least twenty others lost heir lives. 


The wreck oeeurred where the 


railroad crosses the Alapaha river 
several miles sototh of Ocilla, Ga., 
and some can plunged 
through 


the bridge and are covered by wa- 
ter. It is feated several- have 
been drowned in the river.
